Why Rationalisation 
Must Come. 


VANISHED PROSPERITY. 


The Briton is not usually given} 
to introspection, nor is he troubled | 
with any lack of confidence in his’ 
own powers of achievement, state ; 
William Jacks and Co. in a special 
review of the iron and steel trades 
in 1930. Throughout the nine- 
teenth century Britain’s commer- 
cial military, and territorial power , 
showed uninterrupted expansion, 
and: the’ permanence of her wealth 
and. influence was accopted—at all 
events in Britain—as an establish- 
ed fact. But the sick man {a 
assailed with doubts which never 
And it is ap- 
parent to tlie most casual observer 
‘that the vitality of British industry 
has been seriously impaired. . 

Britons are beginning to wonder 
if the zenith of achievement has 
been passed; whether the political 
and economic transformation which 
has ensued upon the Great War has 
not in the end been to the disad- 
vantage of the victors, and whether 
the tremendous exertions - of that 
great struggle have not so impaired 
our energics_as _to“render__us’ in- 
capable of responding to the needs 


methods. ; 

Has an___ over - industrialised 
Britain become Incapable of aup- 
porting a world-wide trade which 
has been bam-strung between new- 
ly-framed foreign tariffs and the in- 
ereasing efficiency of foreign rivals? 
The contemptuous negative can no 
longer be tendered to such ques- 
jons og these. The Britain of 
to-day is assailed with a dangerous 
mood of fatalism and  disillusion- 
ment which js paralysing national 
energy and will-power. 

‘A Depressing Experience. 


The unemployed worker is con- 


-|tent to cke out his existence on the 


dole, in many instances, without 
even troubling to look for work. 
And the employing class, with bit- 
ter experience of ~- meddlesome 
legislation and predatory taxation, 
has found in State oppression an 
excuse for a lack of push and enter- 
prise which is fatal to the health 
of the body politic. ‘The real issue 
in the entire field of national en- | 
deavour is whether or not industrial 
Britain is capable of adapting it- 
self to new conditions. Ia the 
country so fatally enmeshed in 
traditional habits as to bo unable 
toe conform to the more strenuous 
requirements of. the new era? 

It is easy, disastrously casy, to! 
attribute all our economic troubles 
and difficulties to the world slump. 
In truth, the crash on Wall Street 
has had devastating reprecussions 
which emphasise anew the inter- 
dependence of trade, the delicate 
complexity of world finance, and the 
utter inability of mankind to con- 
fine prosperity or poverty within 
national. boundaries. While the 
causes are a matter of concern, our 
own problems are aufficiently urgent 
to call for our special attention. 

And o ‘survey of the industrial 
regions of the North, with its idle 
pits, deserted factories, derelict 
shipyards, and smokeless blast- 
furnaces, is a depressing ex- 
perience which emphasises the 
pressing nature of the problem. 
The old virtucs of tenacity and 
skilled craftsmanship are not lack- 


ing, but’ even tenacity. may be a 
handicap. 
alike are reluctant to admit that 
their old ways are not good enough. 
Outworn Plant. 

Outworn plant is still maintained 
in the hope that somehow it may 
enrn the profits needed to pay off 


overdrafts: and recover vanished 


prosperity. It ia clear to the im- 
partial observer that much of this 
plan cannot, and ought, not to, 
survive, But there it stands, bar- 
ring the way to reconstruction. 
That, of course, is not the whole 
story. Reconstruction, rationalisa- 
tion—call it what you will—must 
ceme. Old plant must be serapped, 
old-eatablished industries must bo 
modernised. And to accomplish 
this a vitalising stream of new 


- capital will be needed. 


The money can be found if sound 
schemes of reconstruction are 
evolved. That, however, may in its 
turn necessitate heavy sacrifices of 
existing intereats. During the 
post-War boom British indus- 
tralists indulged in wild schemes of 
inflation. Reserves were capitalis- 
ed, bound stares distributed, and 
capital liabilities fixed at levels far 
in excess of the real value or the 
real earning capacity of the plant. 
For that folly they have since pald 
dearly; but in: most. cases the 
obvious task of writing down assets 
to their real value has yet to be 
accomplished. 

It is.a.duty which must precede 
the provision of additional capital. 
Present sacrifices must be made, 
but at worst it is a sacrifice only of 
paper values, and thereafter must 
come the ruthless scrapping of 
obsolete and redundant plant, the 
modernisation of methods of manu- 
facture and salesmanship, and the 
concentration of production in large 
and efficient units. 

In some repects the fron and stecl 
industry presents an attractive sub- 
ject for rationalisation on these 
lines, Production is centralised in 
a limited number of arenas and is 
largely in the hands of a few large 
groups. During tho past year 
there has been further progress 
made in the unification of control, 
and the trend of events points to the 
probability of further progress in 
that direction. 

Curtailment of Production. 

There are many critics of this 
process, and their number has been 
multiplied because in its earlier 
phases it has been rharked by the 
stoppage of a number of plants and 
an appalling increase in the volume 
of unemployment in the industry. 
Possibly—even probably—many of 
these iron and steel furnaces would 
have been thrown idle in’ any case. 
There has been a severe curtail- 
ment. of production in America and 
in practically all the European 
countries, as well as in Great 
| Britain. ‘ 

And insofar as the processes of 
rationalisation are concerned with 
a reduction of working costs and 
increased industrial efficiency, they 
must ultimately make for Increased 
employment. . The scrapping of 
obsolete planta is only ‘the first 
phase, Next must come modernisa- 
tion, whose primary object is a re- 
duction of the cost of production. 
The plain facts are that the indus- 
try cannot produce os cheaply as 
some of its foreign competitors, the 
direct and indirect costs in this 
country being greater than in com- 
petitive countries.

This docs 
not imply a reduction ~ 
wages, but-in the wage cost of out- 
put; If the British steel industrf 
were able to get down to a really 
competitive level, its employees 
might enjoy a higher total wage, 
.although a lower rate of wage ‘per 
unit of output. 

Reduced to its simplest terms 
rationalisation is nothing else than 
the application to industry of a 
scientific technique of reducing 
costs by eliminating waste. The 
fundamental principle underlying all 
its methods is the suppression of 
redundancy in all its forms, whe- 
ther of plant, material, labour, or 
mechanical processes. It envisages 
a few large units centrally con- 
trolled. in which each plant is kept 
engaged at full capacity. 

Combines and Merchants. 

The economies which can thus be 
realised vary. enormously in differ- 
ent industries, but they are obvious- 
ly greatest in an industry Ike the 
iron and steel industry, producing 
more or less: standardized com- 
modities. One criticism might be 
offered. Cartels and combines in 
the United States and on the Con- 
tinent have all linked up the leading 
merchant houses in their organisa- 
tion, whereas here British combines 


have alicnated the lending merchant 


interests. 

Broadly, the need for reconstruc- 
tion of the steel trade is not now 
seriously contested, and some fur- 
ther progress in. this direction has 
been achieved during the past year. 
The movement is gathering 
strength, and whilst the task of re- 
construction is formidable progress 
is being made. Resourcefulness 
and courage are ‘still needed to find 
a path through the jungle of econo- 
mic problems, but Britain’s past 
achievements in overcoming succes- 
sive crises constitute the most hope- 
ful assurance that She will euccess- 
fully emerge from her present 
troubles,” 

In the last resource the outcome 
will depend an the persistence of 
those qualities which have made our 
country great. By hard work, 
patient pertinacity, imagination, and 
vigorous leadership wa can .and 
must “win through.”

MAURICE MARTENOT AND HIS 
INVENTION. 


A MUSICAL NOVELTY. 

A statement issued on behalf of 
Monsieur Maurice Martenot who 
will be performing in the Star 
Theatre, Kowloon, on Saturday for 
one night only gives the following 
information concerning the inven- 
tor and the instrument used at 
these concerts: | 

“Maurice Martenot, who was 
born in Paris in 1898, dévoted him- 
self to music in one way or an- 
other from his ecarllest years. 
While he was a wireless Instructor 
in 1918, he noticed that the ap- 
paratus for generating waves en- 
abled the production of strangely 
beautiful sounds, and that was the 
origin of his invention. In spite 
of his multiple activities as ‘cellist, 
orchesbtral conductor, and teacher, 
he devoted long houfs at night to 
giving form to the instrument he 
had conceived; and on April 21, 
1928, he was able to exhibit it to 
an elite of scientists and artistes, 
assembled in the Salle Gaveau in 
Paris. On May 8, in the Opera, 
and again on May 29, in the Salle 
Pleyel, he scored a triumph before 
the general public. .

Lord Sanderson, | the new, blind, 
Socialist peer, formerly Mr. Sander- 
son Furniss, who comes of famous 
north-country families, is “a man 
and a brother," with no rooted hos- ; 
tility to-occasional jollity, and will- 
Ing to tell a funny story. against 
himself, 


He has-just written a delightful ]- 


book about himself—“Memorics of 
Sixty Years” (Methuen’s, -10s. 6d.), 
and in a prefatory note he says that 
a candid friend, to whom he con- 
fided the idea of writing his 
memoirs, said: “It seems u very 
conceited thing to do. Who on 
earth would want to read your 
life?” 

Lord Sanderson, although too 
blind. to read, was principal of 
Ruskin College,.Oxford, for years, 
and when he went on a health trip 
to Australia a few years ago he was 
put down in the passenger list, by 
mistake, as “Professor.” He could 
not underatand at first’ why the 
captain, a genial man, was 80 cold 
and distant with him. 

“Human Relations.” 

“The captain,” he says, “always 
addressed me as ‘Professor,’ and one 
day I asked him why he did ao. 
‘Well, aren't you a professor?’ he 
said, and when I told him I was 
nothing so bad as that he shook 
hands with me delightedly, saying 
that he had thought I was one of 
those ‘highbrow fellows.’ 

“Human relations were then at 
once established, drinks were stood, 
and cigars exchanged.” bg 

Lord Sanderson remarks on the 
shyness which “acate-nic’ people 
seem to Inspire in ose who are 
“carrying on some - 
most important work, and he ob- 
serves of the captain’ that: ’ “until 
he knew that I was not a professor 
and that he could stand me a drink 
with impunity, he regarded me as 
too ‘brainy and almost impossible 
as a companion!” 

Such stories as these help to ex- 
plain the extraordinary triumph of 
Lord Sanderson’s self-made career. 
He was so blind, almost from 
birth, that he has never been able to 
read, “except,” he says “when I was 
a boy, and then only in a type s0 
large that hardly anything was 
printed on. it i a parts of the 
Bible.”

The Tjinegara, the latest addl- 
tion to the fleet of the Java-China- 
Japan Lijn, and fitat-motor ship of.

The Java-Chinao-Japan Lijn who 
own about 20 cargo ships which 
are well known in these waters, 
have been paying increasing at- 
tention to the conveyance of pas- 
sengers in tho last few years which 
has found its expression in the 
as, Tjibadak and the ma. 
Tjinegara—A comparison with the 
older ships of the fleet shows that 
none of these can take more than 
12 first class passengers, but that 
the 8.8.

Therpycroft’t Long Association 
” With - Admiralty. 


One of the two new. destroyers 
of the “D" class which.are being 
built to Admiralty design by 
Messrs..John 1, Thornycroft and 
Co., Limited, at Southampton, has 
been allotted the name of Daring, 
says the Journal of Commerce. It 
fs of interest to note that this is 
the third destroyer to bo built by 
Thornycrofts to bear this name, 
which emphasises the long connec~ 
tion of the firm with Admiralty 
construction. 


Their first Daring was built at 


‘the original Thornycroft Works “at 


Chiswick in 1892, the vessel being 
fitted with reciprocating 4-cylinder 
engines of the “V" type (designed 
by the late*Sir John JI. Thorny- 


rcroft), and was the first British 


destroyer to be oquipped with 
water-tubo | boilers, with which 
Thornycrofts had already had con- 
siderable experience, having built 
them (chiefly for foreign Govern- 
ments) for seven or eight years 
previously.

RADIUM IN CANCER TREATMENT 


Powerful Weapon; Not” Yet A Cure.” . 


“THE. SCOURGE OF MANKIND.” 


Dreaded Disease Shows An Inerease, 


The disquieting fact that cancer, “‘the scourge of mankind,” is 
indubitably upon the increase, was disclosed by Dr. J. H. Mont- 
gomery in the course of an address to the Rotarian Club at the 


weekly tiffin yesterday. 


His subject was “Radium, its History, 


Source, Physics, and Use,” and the speaker dealt in detail with the 
_progress made in dealing with the disease by the use of radium. 
Dr. Montgomery emphasised the importance of early treatment 


of the disease. _The chances of 


disappearance were six times as 


great in the case of early treatment as compared with what, were 


termed the inoperable cases. 


In fact, of the early cases 70 to 80 


per cent. could be made to disappear. 

As to whether radium could at present be called a “cure” for 
cancer, the speaker rather deprecated the use of the word. But 
he was prepared to claim and affirm most strongly that in radium 
we had a most powerful weapon to fight that enemy of mankind, 


THE PERILOUS 40'S. 


In the course of his addresa,{ every ten people over forty-three 


Dr. Montgomery made 
rather startling annauncement 
that out of every ten people over 
forty years of age, three at least 
eventually developed ‘cancer, al- 
though it attacked all ages, and 
he himself had seen scores of 
cases in children under one year 
old. ee 

Regarding the history of 
radium, the speaker said it was a 
short one, but none the less in- 
teresting in that many of the 
original investigators were still 
living and still carrying on their 
rescarch work, 

Dr. Montgomery then traced

When the 
news was at its height,came the 
announcement of Becquerel's dis- 
covery of the radiative properties 
of certain uranium preparations 
which had certain actions upon a 
photographic plate. This, and 
other ‘discoveries which followed, 
were even moro remarkable than 
the discovery of Rontgen: Other 
radioactive substances — were 
gradually eliminated, until 
radium was finally issued to the 
world in 1911, — 

Source of Radium. 

Radium had as its source pitch- 
blende, a urahium mineral, There 
were few.places in the world 
where radium could not.be de- 
tected, but-in no particular place 
was it found jn any considerable 
quantity, Until 1922 4/6 of the 


world’s supply came from mines }: 


‘in Colorado, but at the present 
time’95 per cent. of the. world’s

But cancer attacked all ages. 
“I have seen scores and scores’ of 
cases of cancer in children of less 
than one year old,” said the speak- 
er. He had seen cancer at all 
ages, and sometimes as many as 
ten cancerous growths in infants 
and boys and girls in their teens. 
“Tt is unfortunate, but true, that 
the earlier cancer attacks a per- 
son the more malignant it is, and 
the less the chance of ‘recover- 
ing.” 

Speaking of the prevalence of 
cancer, Dr, Montgomery said that 
vital statistics for Jast year show- 
ed that 66,896 people died last 
year in England and Wales, from 
the dread disease. This was the 
highest on record. This brought 
up the question, ‘was cancer real- 
ly on the incrense?” One year 
ago, in answer to that question 
he would have answered that 
the increase was only apparent.’ 
He would have said that more at- 
tention was being focused-on the 
subject, and that investigation 
was causing more cases to be 
brought to light that had passed 
unnoticed before. 

But to-day he would say that 
cancer was actually on the in- 
crease. A tour round the world, 
and the’ consequent consultations 
with experts in every country he 
had _ visited, had made him come 
to that conclusion. 

Can Cancer Be Prevented? 

As regards. prevention of can- 
cer, at the present ‘time nothing 
could be done to prevent its 
coming on. There was very little 
that could be done to prevent its 
coming on later in life. Malaria, 
leprosy, tuberculosis, and plague, 
amongst other diseases could be 
avoided by preventative measures 
earlier in life, but this stage had 
‘not yet been reached in the treat- 
ment of cancer, 

The speaker went on to dea! 
with the dangers of chronic irri- 
tation® as‘ potential cause of 
cancer.. A chronic irritation set 
up by a jagged tooth might set 
up cancer of the tongue; cencer 
of the lip might be. set up 
through ‘chronic irritation by 
smoking, and 80 on. . Chronic 
irritation of any kind,. mechant- 
cal, thermal, or pathological, pre- 
disposed to cancer, 

It is, therefore, a wise precau- 
tion, the speaker continued, | to 
avoid. all forms of chronic ‘irrita- 
tion, but’ beyénd that” there is 
little. that we can suggest. © 

“The Dict Problem, .

The “Bequerc! Burn.” 

The use of. radium in case of 
cancer had its origin in the fa- 
mous “Bequere! burn.” Professor 
Bequerel was in the habit of 
carrying. a tube of radium in his 
waistcoat pocket. Within four- 
teen days he discovered that he 
had a severe inflammation on his 
skin. Since that time investiga- 
tion into the action of radium on 
tissues had gone on, resulting in 
its present application. 

Dr. Montgomery then describ- 
ed the methed by which the rays 
were applied. The Alpha and 
Beta rays were cut off by screens, 
allowing the Gamma rays to act 
upon the affecte:) tissues. He then 
described the apparatus used for 
radio treatment. 

Is Radium A Cure? 

I am sure 2 question in the 
minds of many of you is this, the 
speaker continued. 
cure for cancer, or does radium 
do more for cancer patients than 
surgery is doing or has done in 
the past? First of all I would 
answer that “cure” is an unfor- 
tunate word regarding cancer a3 
it is in other diseases. It would 
be necessury to define what -is 
meant by the word “cure,” Few. 
neople to-day would claim that 
tuberculosis or leprosy can be 
cured in the sense that the dis- 
ease is irradicated and will never 
return, but they would claim that 
the disease can be arrested or be- 
come quiescent or show no visible 
signs and ‘gives ris¢ to no symp- 
toms. I would claim and affirm 
most strongly that we have in 
radium a most powerful weapon 
to fight the enemy of mankind— 
cancer. It does ‘produce dis- 
appearance of the active growth 
and tumour in many cases and 
the cessation of symptoms such 
as pain, hemmorhage, etc., and in 
the cases where it does not pro- 
duce complete disappearance of 
the growth there is a prolonga- 
tion of life in most case. 

No Mutilation, 

It is able to help many cases 
that surgeons would not attempt 
to operate on. It causes little or 
no mutilation, there is little rizk 
to life in applying it and it is 
painless to the patient in most 
case, though, many necdles~ in- 
serted into the tongue for exam- 
ple, cause discomfort “amount- 
ing. to pain. - It obviates the 
necessity for a prolonged surgical 
operation when whole organs are 
removed and the immediate -risk 
‘9 life from irridiation by radium 
is practically nil as compared to 
the grave risk of serious surgical 
opeations. For cancer of the face, 
tongue, soft palate, tonsils larynx, 
radium gives far better results 


than surgery and is more andy 


more used in these sites, 
Catch Cases Early. 


For years, surgeons have been ; 


showing the importance of get- 
ting cases early while it is still a 
local disease and before it has 
spread to other organs through 
the lymphatics and blood stream. 
As regards radium trestment it 
is equally important to get the 
eases early, and if seen early be- 
fore metasteses have occurred, 
the local growth can in 70 to 80 
per cent. of cases be made to 
disappear. Let me cite but one 
example. In.one common situa- 
tion whére cancer attacks people, 
the cases are divided according to 
the stage they are seen at into (1) 
éarly cases, (2) border-line cases 
(3) inoperable cases. ‘After 
treatment with radium ‘in group 
on the early cases, seventy per 
cent, showed no sign” of cancer 
after a period.of five years. In 
group. (2) the border. line. case, 
only ‘40 per cent, ‘showed no: sign 
of.cancer after five years and in 
inoperable cases; 
only twelve per cent,' showed no 
signs of cancer after: five years. 
In other words the chances-of dis- 
Qppearance of the disease are six 
times as great in the early cases 
a3 compared with the late oe

brothers, celebrated his 70th birth- 
day in the Belgian Congo, where 
he is now a missionary. 

“Sir Montagu Beauchamp was 
for thirty yeara in China, and has 
only‘ just come back from.a visit, 
Arthur Polhill was forty years. in 
China, and is now a-Hertfordshiro 
vicar. His elder brother, Cecil, 
worked for some time on the bor- 
der of Tibet.

CONCERT MANNERS. 


THE CEREMONY OF THE . 
PLATFORM. 


The ceremony of the concert 
platform, especially the manner 
of mounting and leaving it, was 
once a more fastidious business 
than it is to-day. The modern 
artist simply walks on, performs’ 
—and walks off apparently in- 
different to what effect he' has 
produced, whether it.came up to 
public expectation, fell short of it, 
or surpassed it. But this indiffer- 
ence is assumed, it is part of tho 
hocus pocus of the trick? no per- 
former is really unmindful of his 
success, writes Francesco Berger 
in The Times. 

Much bowing by men and curtsy- 
ing by women had formerly to be 
observed by singers at concerts— 
before the song, between the 
verses, after the song, and any- 
where else where it was possible 
to introduce an obeisance. If the 
artist were a prima donna she 
would linger on her way off to 
elicit more applause, to extract a | 
few moro bouquets, to'kiss her 
hand to right and left, and leave 
a gencral impression of gracious- 
ness, 

‘The artista of some nations bow 
more rendily than* others: the 
bow is part and parcel of their 
personality. Liszt, when he bow- 
ed, did so very profoundly, with 
his right hand pressed over the 
region of his heart,,and a stereo- 
typed grin on his face. Thalberg 
bowed with aristocratic dignity, 
omitting the grin. 

Rubinstein. 

Rubinstein” omitted both bow 
and grin, he seemed to stumble to 
the keyboard as though juet 
awakened, played as only he could 
play, and then, without Mngering 
for ovations, stumbled back again. 
He strongly disliked recalls _and 
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enéores. “At a-Beethoven recital, 


when he had played the final. num- 
‘ber (for which I had turned his 


pages) and had conceded his-popu- 
lar “Melody in F," the applause 
continued so porsistently that an 


sattendant had to ‘close the plano 


for the audience to understand his 
determination to play no more. © 


. Women Pianists. ‘ 

Women pianists must have had 
a trying time in arranging thelr 
ing their long skirts into elegant- 
ly flowing Hines from waist to 
floor. Skirts had to be brushed 
aside for the feet to reach the 
pedals. Sophie Mentor was parti- 
cularly handicapped in this mat- 
ter on the platform, where she al- 
ways carried her Will and her 
valuable jewellery (the gifts of 
kings and emperors) in u reticule 
suspended from her waist and 
secreted among hor voluminous 
skirts, A great reformer in the 
dress of women performers was 


Antoinette Sterling. She introduc: i 


ed plain walking dress at morn- 
ing concerts, in place of elaborate 
evening wear, abandoned artificial 
flower ornaments as head-dress, 
and oven ventured the perilous 
journey of ascending to the plat- 
form without male assistance of 
any kind. Accompanists at concerts 
were formerly known as “Conduc- 
tors,” and part of their duty was 
to “lead on” the women perform- 
ers, . 
Encores. 


The question of granting or re- 
fusing encores is one which must 
ever depend upon the. personal 
view. In a sense,‘an encore un- 
doubtedly is a compliment from 
audience to performer; no unsatis- 
factory performance would call 
for a second exhibition of: incom- 
petence, The complete approval 
of the audience might excuse thelr 
demand for more. On the other 
hand, the performer might decline 
to sec why he should give double

‘sibly this ia not to bo regretted. 
!The position involved was by no 
meana comfortable, and the divi- 
sion of the’ singer’s attention be- 
tween two purposes probably pre- 
vented the best of either reaching 
us, : 

Playing without notes at con- 
certs is considered an absolute de-- 
aideratum to-day. But some of . 
‘the greatest pianists of the past’ 
never indulged in such cheap ex- 
Ahidition. It fs an effective accom- 
plishmont, not however. of such 
high musical value as it is- popu- 
larly credited with. To be able to 
dispense with the copy, by know- 
ing the music thoroughly, may be 
desirable, but “to make a‘ study of 
memorizing is a rueful .waste of* 
time.
